The  2012  Presidental  Election  was 
held  on  Tuesday,  November  6,  2012.

Obama  defeated  Romney, 
winning  both  the  popular  vote  and  the 
electoral  college,  with  332  electoral 
votes  to  Romney’s  206.

Jersey  and  made  her  way  throughout 
the  East  Coast.  She  was  full  of 
surprises  and,  in  addition  to  flooding 
and  wind,  even  brought  heavy  snow  to 
West  Virginia.  A weakened  storm 
continued  to  move  towards  the  Great 
Lakes  and  then  up  to  Canada.  Power 
outages  were  said  to  affect  at  least 
fifteen  states,  plus  D.C.  Hurricane 
Sandy  affected  millions  of  lives  and 
became  the  second-costliest  storm  to 
hit  the  U.S.,  with  damage  totals 
estimated  around  $65  billion  dollars. 


In  201 1,  Syria  caught  the  Arab  Spring 
bug  happening  across  the  Middle 
East.  Anti-government  protests  broke 
out.  Syrian  President  Bashar  al-Assad 
did  not  appreciate  these  protests  and 
responded  with  a massive  crackdown, 
torturing  and  killing  those  who 
disagreed  with  him.  This  prompted 
protesters  to  form  groups,  and  to 
eventually  arm  themselves  against 
him.  Soon,  this  was  a full-blown  civil 
war,  with  at  least  a thousand  rebel 
groups  with  different  agendas.  For  a 
while,  there  were  rumors  of  both 
sides  using  chemical  weapons.  Then, 
in  August  2013,  graphic  images 
surfaced  that  appeared  to  show  a 
massive  chemical  weapons  attack  on 
civilians  in  Syria.  Up  until  today,  civil 
war  still  rages  on  in  Syria. 


On  the  evening  of  Februaiy  26,  2012 
1 7-year-old  Trayvon  Martin  was 
walking  through  a gated  community  in 
Sanford,  Florida  when  George 
Zimmerman,  a resident  of  the 
community,  saw  the  teen  and  began 
following  him.  Despite  instructions 
from  the  police  dispatcher  that  he  did 
not  need  to  follow  the  young  man, 
Zimmerman  did  not  oblige;  he  shot 
Martin  70  yards  from  the  townhouse 
where  the  youth  was  staying.  Six 
weeks  after  the  shooting,  Zimmerman 
was  charged  with  murder;  but  on  July 
13,  2013,  a jury  acquitted  the 
30-year-old  of  both  second-degree 
murder  and  manslaughter  charges. 
The  public  outcry  was  clear  in  the 
weeks  following  the  trial,  with  peaceful 
protests  and  rallies  against  the  verdict 
occurring  nationwide. 
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Boston  Marathon 


Bombing 

On  April  15,  2013  two  Chechen 
Islamist  brothers  detonated  two 
bombs  at  the  marathon  In  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  killing  three  people 
and  injuring  264  others.  During  an 
| initial  interrogation  in  the  hospital, 
Dzhokhar  alleged  that  Tamerlan  was 
i the  mastermind.  He  said  they  were 
J motivated  by  extremist  Islamist  beliefs 
and  the  wars  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan, 
and  that  they  were  self-radicalized 
and  unconnected  to  any  outside 
terrorist  groups.

Obamacare  Begins 


Pope  Francis  I 
is  Elected 


Edward  Snowden,  an  American 
National  Security  Agency  (NSA) 
employee  revealed  confidential 
operations  engaged  in  by  the  United 
States.  He  fled  the  countiy  and  sought 
asylum  in  Russia.  The  U.S.  Justice 
Department  charged  Snowden  with 
two  counts  of  violating  the  Espionage 
Act  and  theft  of  U.S.  government  or 
foreign  government  property.  Later 
that  summer,  Russian  authorities 
granted  him  one-year  asylum,  which 
was  later  extended  to  three  years.  As 
of  2015,  he  was  still  living  in  an 
undisclosed  location  in  Russia  while 
seeking  asylum  elsewhere.  His 
disclosures  have  fueled  debates  over 
mass  surveillance,  government 
secrecy,  and  the  balance  between 
national  security  and  information 
privacy. 


Obamacare,  aka  the  Affordable  Care 
Act,  is  President  Obama’s  big  domestic 
achievement.  It’s  also  been  Enemy  No. 
1 for  the  GOP.  Obamacare  was  signed 
into  law  in  2010.  It  was  upheld  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  2012.  The  goal  was 
to  make  health  insurance  more 
affordable,  and  get  insurance  for 
millions  of  Americans  without 
coverage.  Plus,  it  aims  to  stop 
insurance  companies  from  doing 
things  like  rejecting  people  with 
pre-existing  conditions.  If  you  already 
have  health  insurance  that  fits  the 
law’s  standards,  you’re  good.  If  you 
don’t,  you  can  hit  up  HealthCare.Gov, 
or  your  state’s  website,  to  learn  more 
about  health  care  options  and  sign  up 
for  a plan.  For  those  who  are  worried 
they  can’t  afford  health  care,  they 
might  qualify  for  help  from  the  feds. 
Really,  really  don’t  want  health  care? 
Too  bad.  There’s  a penalty  for  not 
buying  it.  The  whole  point  is  that  if 
everybody’s  buying  into  the  healthcare 
system,  everybody  will  (theoretically) 
pay  less. 


Following  the  resignation  of  Pope 
Benedict  XVI  on  February  28,  2013,  a 
papal  conclave  elected  Francis  as  his 
successor  on  March  13th.  Francis  is 
the  first  Jesuit  pope,  the  first  pope 
from  the  Americas,  and  the  first  pope 
from  the  Southern  Hemisphere. 
Throughout  his  public  life.  Pope 
Francis  has  been  noted  for  his 
humility,  emphasis  on  God’s  mercy, 
concern  for  the  poor,  and  commitment 
to  interfaith  dialogue.  Since  he  was 
elected,  Pope  Francis  played  a key 
role  in  the  talks  toward  restoring  full 
diplomatic  relations  between  the  U.S. 
and  Cuba.  In  addition,  in  May  2014, 
the  Pope  visited  the  State  of  Israel 
and  in  September  2015,  he  addressed 
the  United  Nations  in  New  York  City.

CR-ISIS 


MISSING 


Ebola  is  a virus  that  starts  out  like  the 
flu  (think  fever,  headache),  but  things 
can  get  scarier  later  on  (think  internal 
and  external  bleeding,  hemorrhaging). 
It  doesn’t  have  a vaccine  and  there’s 
no  specific  cure.  Without  access  to  the 
right  health  care,  the  mortality  rate 
can  be  up  to  90%.  The  virus  was  seen 
mostly  in  Guinea,  Liberia,  and  Sierra 
Leone.  In  those  countries,  health 
workers  not  only  dealt  with  very 
limited  resources,  but  also  a stigma. 
The  disease  is  seen  as  extremely 
dangerous  and  shameful,  which  made 
patients  scared  to  come  forward. 
Thomas  Eric  Duncan,  a Liberian  man 
who  had  recently  been  in  contact  with 
a pregnant  woman  with  Ebola,  flew 
from  West  Africa  to  the  U.S.  in 
September  2014.  Duncan  started 
showing  symptoms  a few  days  after 
arriving,  was  treated  in  isolation  in  a 
Dallas  hospital,  and  passed  away.  Two 
health  care  workers  who  treated  him 
also  contracted  the  virus,  raising  lots 
of  questions  over  whether  the  U.S. 
was  prepared  to  handle  treatment. 
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...as  in  the  Islamic  militant  group  that’s 
giving  the  U.S.  bad  flashbacks.  ISIS 
has  been  around  in  Iraq  and  Syria  for 
a while,  but  made  a splash  this  year 
when  it  took  Mosul  — Iraq’s  2nd 
largest  city.  It’s  been  grabbing 
territory,  terrorizing  minorities,  and 
beheading  Westerners  — leading  the 
U.S.  and  friends  to  move  in  with 
airstrikes.  The  group  has  been 
designated  a terrorist  organisation  by 
the  United  Nations,  the  European 
Union  and  its  member  states.  The 
United  Nations  holds  ISIS  responsible 
for  human  rights  abuses  and  war 
crimes,  and  Amnesty  International  has 
charged  the  group  with  ethnic 
cleansing  on  a ’’historic  scale”  in 
northern  Iraq. 


Things  in  the  Middle  East  are  always 
tumultous.  But  the  kidnappings  and 
murders  of  three  Israeli  teens  and  one 
Palestinian  teen  haven’t  helped. 
Militants  in  Gaza,  which  is  controlled 
by  Hamas,  have  been  firing  rockets 
into  Israel.  Israel’s  been  responding 
with  airstrikes..  The  militants  took  this 
as  'game  on.’  forcing  Israel  to  use  its 
Iron  Dome.  This  isn’t  just  about  the 
general  conflict  between  Palestinians 
and  Israelis,  or  disputes  over  territory. 
We’re  talking  about  a democratic  state 
versus  a militant  group  (that  the  U.S. 
& friends  consider  a terror  group)  that 
has  vowed  Israel’s  total  destruction. 


Havana  a Good 
Time 

The  U.S.  and  Cuban  embassies 
reopened  for  the  first  time  in  50  years. 
President  Obama  announced  that  the 
U.S.  and  Cuba  would  have  relations 
again.  The  diplomatic  kind.  The  two 
haven't  gotten  along  since  dictator  Fidel 
Castro  took  power  during  the  Cold  War. 
And  a Castro’s  still  in  charge.  But 
thanks  to  a little  matchmaking  from 
Pope  Francis,  Raul  Castro  and  Obama 
are  trying  to  play  nice.  Meaning  things 
like  restrictions  on  travel  and  banking 
have  been  lifted...  and  now,  the 
embassies  are  open  for  business.  The 
U.S.  still  has  a trade  embargo  on  Cuba, 
which  hasn’t  been  good  for  their 
economy  - although  Obama  has  been 
working  to  lift  it.  Then  there’s 
Guantanamo  Bay,  the  controversial  U.S. 
military  prison  in  Cuba  that  Obama 
would  veiy  much  like  to  close.  Cuba 
agrees  on  this  one.  But  not  everyone  in 
Congress  feels  the  same. 


JE  SUIS  PARIS 

In  Paris,  gunmen  attacked  the  offices 
of  a famous  French  satirical 
magazine,  killing  12  people  on 
January  7,  2015.  People  across 
Europe  gathered  to  condemn  the 
attack,  with  people  carrying  signs 
reading  ”Je  Suis  Charlie”  (”I  Am 
Charlie”).  This  past  November,  Paris 
saw  another  deadly  attack  - several 
coordinated  attacks  across  Paris,  left 
at  least  129  people  dead  and  more 
than  350  injured.  Three  teams  of 
terrorists  carried  out  coordinated 
attacks  throughout  Paris,  The  attacks 
started  with  suicide  bombings  outside 
a stadium  where  French  President 
Hollande  was  attending  a soccer 
game.  There  were  also  shootings  at 
several  bars  and  restaurants,  and  a 
shooting  and  suicide  bombings  at  a 
concert  hall  where  a hostage  situation 
unfolded.  These  are  the  deadliest 
attacks  in  France  since  World  War  EL 
This  attack  only  brings  further 
attention  to  the  European  migrant 
crisis,  which  leaves  Europe’s  borders 
open  to  terrorist  organizations. 
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Kind  of  a BIG  deal 

After  more  than  a decade  of  talking  it 
out,  the  U.S.  and  friends  and  Iran 
shook  on  a Nuclear  Deal.  For  the  U.S. 
and  friends,  it’s  aimed  at  stopping  Iran 
from  building  a nuclear  weapon.  For 
Iran,  it’s  aimed  at  lifting  sanctions  that 
have  done  serious  damage  to  its 
economy.  Iran  promised  to  limit  its 
nuclear  activities  for  1 0 years.  Read: 
anything  that  could  make  a nuclear 
weapon.  And  it  won't  be  able  to  trade 
or  sell  weapons  for  a few  years.  In 
exchange,  it  gets  to  say  buh-bye  to 
those  sanctions.  The  politics  in  the 
Middle  East  could  now  be  transformed 
- the  U.S.  and  Iran  are  now  friendlier, 
Iran’s  economy,  which  was  sidelined 
because  of  sanctions,  could  now  be  a 
major  international  player,  and  Iran 
could  now  have  more  resources  to 
help  in  the  fight  against  ISIS.  Although 
this  deal  creates  tension  between  the 
U.S.  and  Israel,  which  strongly 
disagrees  with  this  deal. 


EUR-in-Trouble 

The  European  Union  is  struggling  to 
deal  with  a refugee  and  migrant  crisis 
that’s  getting  worse  every  day. 
Refugees  are  forced  to  leave  home  to 
escape  things  like  war.  Migrants  leave 
home  voluntarily  to  try  to  make  their 
lives  better  with  a new  job  or 
education.  Take  a brutal  civil  war  in 
Syria,  this  thing  called  ISIS,  and  weak 
economies  in  Africa,  and  you  have 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people 
rushing  to  get  to  the  EU.  For  months, 
there  has  been  a series  of  tragedies 
and  chaos  associated  with  people 
trying  to  escape  to  the  EU.  Then  in 
September,  everyone  saw  photos  of 
Aylan  Kurdi,  a drowned  Syrian  toddler 
who  washed  up  on  a beach  in  Turkey. 

That,  plus  the  massive  numbers  of 
migrant  and  refugee  deaths,  made  EU 
leaders  decide  they  better  shape  up.

laccalaureate  is  an  inter-faith  candle 
lighting  service  that  begins  the 
commencement  weekend  activities 
or  our  students  and  their  families.

Prominent  Harvard  law  professor 
Charles  Ogletree  spoke  to  517 
graduates  under  clearing  skies  May 
22  at  Muhlenberg  College’s  168th 
Commencement  and  encouraged  the 
graduating  class  to  bounce  back 
from  failure,  take  risks  and  hold 
onto  faith.  He  shared  anecdotes  of 
times  in  his  life  and  career  in  which 
those  themes  were  tested,  like  when 
a promotion  he  thought  to  be  a sure 
thing  was  offered  to  someone  else. 
Ogletree  said,  “Life  is  likely  to  throw 
you  some  curve  balls.  But  when 
they  come,  fear  not,  life  isn’t  over. 
Take  a little  time  to  mourn  your 
loss,  and  then  be  ready  for  new 
possibilities.  Just  as  sure  as  there 
are  curve  balls,  there  are  always, 
always  new  possibilities.” 


Student  speaker  Christian  Paris 
drew  inspiration  for  his  speech  from 
Dorjee-Tseten,  a Tibetan  man  in 
exile  from  his  homeland,  whom  he 
had  met  while  studying  abroad. 
“Each  and  every  one  of  us  sitting  in 
these  hot  chai'rs...has  a gift  that  is 
uniquely  our  own.  Whether  it  is 
being  a brilliant  dancer,  math 
scholar,  athlete,  leader. . .we  have 
gifts  that  are  naturally  a part  of  who 
we  are.  This  leads  me  back  to  the 
first  part  of  Dorjee’s  response:  we 
must  grow  the  talents  and  gifts  that 
we  have  within  us:  if  we  don’t,  then 
we  waste  the  potential  they  have 
from  empowering  ourselves,  and 
even  inspiring  others.  Of  course, 
this  then  segues  into  Dorjee’s 
second  purpose:  we  have  the 
responsibility  to  nurture  the  gifts  in 
others:  for  if  we  do  not,  how  do  we 
expect  others  to  do  the  same  in 
return?”
